Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 (JSC 102 or 103. Specifically, in reference to 
independent claim 2 (and its dependents), none of the prior art either alone or in 
combination disclose or teach of the claimed optical condenser device specifically 
including, as the distinguishing features in combination with the other limitations the 
claimed "wherein the transmitting portions and the reflecting portions of the first optical 
combiner both have strip-like shapes elongated in the direction of stacking of the laser 
arrays, and the first optical combiner is a flat plate having the transmitting portions and 
the reflecting portions positioned alternately". 

Examiner's Comments 
Do to applicant's amendment to the claims the double patenting rejection has 
been withdrawn and a reasons for allowance has been set forth above.
